en t premier. There is only one other 
candidate o f prominence in the field, 
Senator Ftibot, but it is generally con­ 
ceded that his chances against 
the

are 
exceedingly 
slim. In view of the fact that for the 
past twenty years, that 13, since Pres­ 
ident Grevy was in office, It has been 
the custom to elect to the presidency 
men of rather sm all calibre, not a l­ 
ways w'eak, but ^ag gressiv e and w ill­ 
ing to become figureheads, m ere crea­ 
tures of the cham bres, limiting them­ 
selves to presiding a t public func­ 
tions and promulgating the decrees i 
of the legislative body, the election 
of M. Poincare would mean a radical 
departure 
from precedent,

M. Poincare was born at B ar-!e-Due 
I>«Dartment of the Meuse, in 1S60. He 
studied law and literature in Paris 
and received his degree as soon as he 
was of age.

ence, took up the distillery' interest 
for his specialty at the bar and in a 
few' years became noted for his un­ 
usual ability and brilliancy.
